Examination. 


CONTRADICTED BY C API. DREYFUS

Rf. S N e s, France, Aug. 18.—The sec­ 
ond trial by courtm artial of Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus of the artillery, charged 
with treason, was resumed, General 
Roger again going on the stand. 
General Roget on resuming his testi­ 
mony criticized the surveillance inaug­ 
urated by Colouel Picquart over Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Henry. 
The witness also objected to Colonel 
Picquart’s methods of watching Mme. 
Pays. 
in regard to Esterhazy, General Roget 
admitted the former was a gambler and 
an immoral character. 
General Roget next spoke of the a r­ 
rest at Belfort of Quenelli, declaring 
that Picquart cocked up the allegations 
of spying against Quenelli in order to 
attract to him self the approval of his 
superiors. 
The witness then dwelt upon the al­ 
leged devices of Dreyfus to procure in ­ 
formation from the various bureaus. 
Al Demange asked Colonel Jouaust, 
president of the courtm artial, to request 
G< neral Roget to repeat the explanations 
which he had given before the court of 
cassation in regard to the part played iu 
the affair by Major Du Paty de Clam, 
whereupon the w itness traversed the 
old ground in regard to Du Paty de 
Clam’s steps to w arn Esterhazy of the 
campaign said to be organizing against 
him. 
The general said he believed the 
forged “ Speriauza” letters were either 
written by Paty de Clam or instigated 
by him. W itness said he had not acted 
against Paty de Clam because he saw 
nothing culpable iii V h a t lie had doue 
to save Esterhazy. 
At one point M. Demauge said: 
“ W hat I would like to know is, how 
an innocent m an like Esterhazy was 
thought to need tins kind ot help?” 
[Laughter.] 
“ it is certain I should not have doue 
it," answered the witness, which caused 
renewed laughter. 
M. 1>■mange th en questioned the w it­ 
hes s as to w hat he thought of Ester* 
hazy’s attem pt to obtain from an agent 
a declaration that lie had nothing to do 
with the affair, to winch tile general re ­ 
plied that lie knew nothing of such au 
attempt. 
But, when M. Demauge read General 
Reuouard’s report on the subject, Roget 
admitted that Esterhazy’s attem pt was 
“certainly a curious proceeding” for au 
innocent man to undertake. 
Counsel thereupon invited the special 
attention of the courtm artial to the w it­ 
ness reply. 
Then he took the general 
to task for playing the day before the 
part of general accuser, particularly 
toward Colouel Picquart. 
During tile 
• ourse of his rem arks M. Demange re­ 
ferred to the document known as the 
petit bleu aud the erasures iu it. 
The general adm itted the erasures 
might have bean made w ith the view of 
giving the docum ent a suspicious ap­ 
pearance. 
But he intim ated Picquart 
made the erasures aud reinserted the 
name of Esterhazy after taking tile 
photograph exhibited before the court 
of cassation. 
Counsel insisted the falsification oc­ 
curred after the petit bleu left Pic­ 
quart’s hands and demaded further ex­ 
planations from the witness. 
The gen­ 
eral, however, said he was unable to 
testify as to who falsified the document 
or why it was done, but he did not 
think it was done with the view of com­ 
promising Picquart. 
“How was it you knew,” counsel 
asked the witness, “ that 600,000 francs 
was offered Esterhazy if he would con­ 
fess to being the author of the border­ 
eau?” 
( “ I heard it,” the witness replied, 
‘‘from the coart of inquiry which tried 
Esterhazy and from Esterhazy him ­ 
self.” 
“ Ah,” exclaimed counsel, “ it was Es- 
teriiazy who said it. Ju st so.” [Laugh­ 
ter]. 
“ W hy was his residence searched?” 
M. Denmange then asked, and the gen­ 
eral answered: 
“ Esterhazy. at one time, had the doc­ 
ument containing the words ‘Cette ca­ 
naille de D—’ and m ight, therefore, 
have had others.” 
"You adm it, th en ,” asked M. De­ 
ran g e, “ that he m ight have had inter* 
-sting docum ents?” 
“ When one is conducting an in­ 
quiry,” said the witness, “ ne m ust ex­ 
pect anything and search accordingly.” 
irater, turning to Dreyfus, General 
Roget cried in a loud voice: 
“ I know very well if I was accused 
of an act of treason which I had not 
committed I should find argum ents 
with which to defend m yself.” 
This assertion provoked m urm urs, 
but the general shouted: 
“ Why does he deny even the most 
Obvious things?” 
M. Demange shrugged his shoulders 
411(3 ejaculated: 
“ Ah.” 
r . ^ ^e prisoner, however, rose and em­ 
phatically denied point blank some of 


the general s evidence, 
n e said ne 
never traced on a mao any plan of con­ 
centration or mobilization, nor ever had 
any knowledge of the details of tho**) 
movements nor the plan for the di*tri- : 
butiou of tile various units throughout ! 
lilt' departments. 
“ Let us,” added Dreyfus, “ under­ 
stand out* another in regard to what is 
meant. 
I assert that I did not know iii 
its details of the plan of concentration. 
In requard to the circumstances dwelt 
upon before you yesterday (Wednesday), 
there was nothing precise stated. There 
was nothing but argum ent.” 
Hie audience here gave vent to ex­ 
pression* of assent aud dissent. 
M. Bertullus, tile examining magis­ 
trate. was the next witness. 
M. Bertullus described how Major 
Bavary asked his assistance in exam in­ 
ing the secret dossier at the Cherche 
Midi prison, aud how, after he had 
learned the contents of the. documents, 
he declared to Major Bavary that there 
was a flaw in the dossier which would 
occasion tile collapse of the whole case. 
The witness explained that he meant 
the petit bleu. 
It must be proved, he 
told t he major, that the petitflbleu wa* 
a forgery aud the work of Golouel Pie* 
quart, aud that as long as that was not 
proved the case could not bold. 
M. Bertullus related the notable in­ 
terview between himself and Lieuten­ 
ant Colouel Henry July 18. 1S98, shortly 
before Henry committed suicide. 
A tter recapitulating las other evi­ 
dence before the court of cassation, M. 
Bertullus energetically affirmed his be­ 
lief in the innocence of Dreyfus. He de­ 
clared the bordereau was in three pieces 
aud not in little bits. 
He also said it 
did not reach the w ar office by the ordi­ 
nary channels. 
M. bertullus also said his belief in the 
innocence of Dreyfus was also based on 
documents rn the secret tlossier which 
he had seen. 
But, w hat above all, con­ 
firmed the witness in his belief, was the 
entire absence of a motive which could 
have tem pted Dreyfus to commit such a 
‘jriine. 
“ W ithout m otive,” emphatically de­ 
clared the 
experienced 
m agistrate, 
“ there was no crim e.” 
“ You have been told,” he said, “ that 
Dreyfus is guilty. 
For myself, I be­ 
lieve, and believe profoundly, in his in­ 
nocence. 
“ If I come here to tell you so, you 
will understand th at it is because my 
conscience tells me that, in so doing, I 
am perform ing a duty, an absolute 
duty. 
“ The court of cassation has declared 
the bordereau to be the work of. Ester­ 
hazy. 
Now, the court of cassation is 
the supreme authority in all m atters of 
justice in F ra m e .” 
[Sensation.] 
Mme. Henry ascended tile platform 
and, standing beside M. Bertullus, de­ 
nied some of his statem ents aud made 
a verbal attack upon him: 
M. Bertuilus said he did not desire to 
reply to Madame Heury, adding: 
“ She 
is only a w om an.” 
“ I am not a w om an,” exclaimed 
Madame Henry, furiously: 
“ I speak in 
the name of my husband.” 
“ Now shall I reply to m adam e?” 
asked M. Bertullus. 
“ She is defending 
the name ot a dead man aud that of 
her child.” [Renewed sensation.] 
Colonel Picquart was then called to 
the witness stand. 
He protested most 
firmly against ail suspicion of having 
caused the disappearance of any docu­ 
ment relating to Dreyfus. 
He described the consternation at the 
w ar office when the treason was dis­ 
covered 
aud 
the relief experienced 
when it was thought the guilty person 
had been discovered. 
It was then tile 
witness discovered the sim ilarity be­ 
tween the handw riting of Dreyfus aud 
that of the bordereau. 
Then the witness described what he 
characterized as “ the irregular steps” 
taken by General Meroier to accomplish 
the arrest of Dreyfus. 
Referring to the dictation test, the 
witness earnestly and emphatically af­ 
firmed that he saw no signs of pertur­ 
bation in the handwriting of Dreyfus on 
that occasion, and, moreover, shortly 
afterward Paty de Olam admitted he 
had not found a fresh charge against 
Dreyfus. 
“ Beyond the bordereau,” added the 
witness, “there was nothing against 
Dreyfus—absolutely nothing.” 
His impression during the investiga­ 
tion, continued Colonel Picquart, was 
th at the acquittal of the accused was 
probable, as the evidence was insuffi­ 
cient. 
W itness believed he had even 
told the m inister of w ar that the con­ 
dem nation of the accused could not be 
secured unless the courtm artial had 
been shown the secret documents which 
it had been agreed to submit to the 
court. 
The colonel next declared that 
in 1895 he did not know the contents of 
the secret dossier, but he believed, like 
all other officers, that it contained fright­ 
ful proof against the prisoner. 
W hen 
he became acquainted w ith its contents, 
however, he tound that his “ earlier im­ 
pressions were entirely w rong.” 
[Pro­ 
longed sensation, j 
Picquart then recalled the vehement 
protests of innocence winch the pris­ 
oner had not ceased to make during all 
phases of the degradation. The witness 
declared he was quite iguorunc of the 
confessions Dreyiu s is alleged to have 
made to Captain Lebrnn-Reuault. 
Continuing, 
Colonel Picquart de­ 
fended himself against the charge that 
he had always directed his efforts to­ 
w ard the rehabilitation of Dreyfus. He 
said he had only directed the investiga­ 
tions made to taal, and when he be­ 
came aware that the writings of Ester­ 
hazy and the bordereau were identical 
and that, consequently, the charges 
against Dreyfus no longer existed. 
D aring the course of his deposition, 
Colonel Picquart asked to be confronted

G eneral Roget on resum ing his te sti­ 
mony criticized the surveillance inaug­ 
urated by Colonel P icquart over L ieu­ 
tenant Colonel H enry. 
The w itness also objected to Colonel 
IV q u a rt’s m ethods of w atching Mole. 
Pays. 
In regard to K sterhazy, G eneral Roget 
adm itted the form er w as a gam bler and 
an im m oral character. 
G eneral Roget next spoke of the a r­ 
rest at B elfort of (^uenelli, declaring 
that P icquart cocked up the allegations 
of spying against Q uenelli iu order to 
attract to him self th e approval of his 
superiors. 
The w itness then dw elt upon the a1-1 
leged devices of D reyfus to procure in- j 
formation from the various bureaus. 
1 
M D em ange asked Colonel Jouaust, 1 
president of th e courtm artial, to request 
G< neral Roget to repeat the explanations 
which lit* had given before the court of 
cassation in regard to the part played in 
the affair by M ajor Du P aty de Clam, 
whereupon th e w itness traversed the 
old ground in regard to D u P aty de 
Clam ’s steps to w arn E sterhazy of the 
campaign said to be organizing against 
him. 
The general said he believed the 
forged “ Speriauza” letters w ere either 
w ritten by P aty de Clam or instigated 
by him. 
W itness said he had not acted 
against P aty de C lam because he saw 
nothing culpable iii Svhat he had doue 
to save E sterhazy. 
At one point M. D em auge said: 
“ W hat I w ould like to know is, how 
an innocent m ail like E sterhazy w as 
thougiit to need this kind of help?” 
[Laughter.] 
“ It is certain I should not have doue 
it,’’ answ ered the w itness, w hich caused 
renewed laughter. 
M. Dem auge th en questioned th e w it­ 
ness as 
w h at lie thought of Ester- 
ha/v s attem pt to obtain from an agent 
a declaration tliaf he had nothing to do 
w ith the affair, to w inch the general re ­ 
plied that lie knew nothing of such an 
attem pt. 
But, when M. D em ange read G eneral 
R enouard’s report on the subject, Roget 
adm itted th a t E sterhazy’s attem pt was 
“ certainly a curious proceeding” for an 
innocent m an to undertake. 
Counsel thereupon invited the special j 
attention of the courtm artial to the w it- J 
n ess'reply. 
Then he took tho general 
to task for playing the day before the j 
part of 
general accuser, particularly 
to wan I Colonel Picquart. 
D uring the 
'•ourse of his rem arks M. D em ange re ­ 
ferred to the docum ent know n as the 
petit bleu aud the erasures iu it. 
The general adm itted the erasures 
m ight have bean m ade w ith the view ot 
giving the docum ent a suspicious ap­ 
pearance. 
B ut lie intim ated P icquart 
made the erasures aud reinserted the 
name of E sterhazy after taking the 
photograph exhibited before the court 
of cassation. 
Counsel insisted th e falsification oc­ 
curred after the petit bleu left Pic­ 
q u a rt’s hands and dem aded fu rth e r ex­ 
planations from the w itness. 
The gen- i 
oral, how ever, said he w as unable to 
testify as to w ho falsified th e docum ent 
or w hy it w as done, but he did not 
think it w as done w ith the view of com­ 
prom ising Picquart. 
“ How w as it you k n ew ,” counsel 
asked the w itness, “ th a t 600,00) francs 
was offered E sterhazy if he w ould con­ 
fess to being the author of the border­ 
eau ?” 
“ I heard it,” the w itness replied,

M. B ertullus described how’ M ajor 
B avary asked his assistance in exam in­ 
ing the secret dossier a t the Cherche 
Midi prison, aud how, after he had 
learned the contents of the. docum ents, 
he declared to M ajor B avary th at there 
W’tis a flaw iii the dossier which would 
occasion the collapse of the whole case. 
The w itness explained that he m eant 
the petit bleu. 
It m ust he proved, he 
told the major, th at the petitlbleu w as 
a forgery aud the w ork of Colonel P ic­ 
q uart, and th at as long as th at was not 
proved the case could not hold. 
M. B ertullus related the notable in ­ 
terview between him self and Lieuteu- 
au t Colouel H enry July is. is98, shortly 
before H enry com m itted suicide.

the relief experienced 
when it was thought the guilty person 
had been discovered, 
it was then the 
witness discovered tile sim ilarity be­ 
tween the handw riting of Dreyfus ana 
that of the bordereau. 
T hen the w itness desc ribed w hat he 
characterized as “ the irregular steps” 
takeu by G eneral M ercier to accomplish 
the arrest of Dreyfus. 
R eferring to the dictation test, the 
w itness earnestly aud em phatically a f­ 
firm ed th at he saw no signs of p ertu r­ 
bation in the handw riting of D reyfus ou 
th a t occasion, aud, m oreover, shortly 
afterw ard P aty de Clam adm itted he 
Rad not found a fresh charge against 
Dreyfus. 
“ Beyond the bordereau,” added the 
w itness, “ there w as nothing against 
D reyfus—absolutely n o th in g .” 
His im pressiou during the investiga­ 
tion, continued Colonel Picquart, was 
th a t the acquittal of th e accused was 
probable, as the evidence was insuffi­ 
cient. 
W itness believed he had even 
told the m inister of w ar th a t the con­ 
dem nation of the accused could uot be 
secured unless the 
courtm artial had 
been show n the secret docum ents which 
it had been agreed to subm it to the 
court.

Explorer Wellman and Party 
Back at Tromsoe.

T r o m s o e , Island o f 
Tromsoe, Nor­ 
way, Aug. is.—Walter Wellman and 
the survivors of the polar expedition 
led by him arrived here on the steamer 
Capella, having successfully completed 
their explorations in Franz Josef Laud. 
Mr. Wellman has discovered import­ 
ant new lauds and many islands. 
The exjtedition brings a grim story of 
Arctic trag«*dy. 
Iu the autumn of I SOS 
an outpost called Port McKinley was 
established in lattitude 81. it was a 
house built of rocks and roofed over 
with walrus hide. Two Norwegians, 
Paul Bjoervig aud Bert Beutzeen, the 
latter of whom was with Nausen on the 
Frain, remained there. 
The main party wintered iii a can­ 
vas covered hut called Harmsworth 
House at Cape Tegethoff, on the south­ 
ern {xiiut at Halls island, latitude 80. 
About the middle of February, before 
the rise of tile sun to its winter height, 
Mr. Wellman, with three Norwegians 
and 45 dogs, started north. 
It was the 
earliest sledge journey on record in that 
high latitude. 
On reaching Port McKinley, Mr. 
Wellman found Beutzeen dead, but 
Bjoervig, according to promise, had kept 
the body in the house, sleeping beside it 
through two months of Arctic darkness. 
Notwithstanding his terrible experience 
the survivor was safe aud cheerful. 
Pushing northward through rongh ice 
and severe storms, with a continuous 
temperature for ten days between 40 
and 50 degrees below zero, the party 
found uew lands north of Freedom 
island, where Nausen landed in 1805. 
By the middle of March all hands 
were confident of reaching latitude 87 
or 88, if not the polo itself. 
Then began a succession of disasters. 
Mr. Wellman, while leading the party, 
fell into a snow covered crevasse, seri­ 
ously injuring one of his legs aud cow- 
pellihga retreat. 
Two days later the party was roused 
at miduignt by an icequake under them, 
due to pressure. 
Iii a few moments 
many dogs wert* crushed aud the sledges 
destroyed. The members of the expedi­ 
tion narrowly escaped with their lives, 
though they managed to save their pre­ 
cious sleeping bags aud some dogs and 
provisions. 
On Mr. Welltnau’s condition becom­ 
ing alarming, as inflammation set in. 
the brave Norwegians dragged him oil 
a sledgt, by forced marches, nearly 
miles to the headquarters, arriving 
there early last April. 
Mr. Wellman is still unable to walk 
and 
will 
probably be 
permanently 
crippled. 
After reaching headquarters other 
members of the expedition explored r* 
gions hitherto unknown, and important 
scientific work was done by Lieutenant 
Evelyn B. Baldwin of the United States 
weather bureau, Dr. Edward Hofma of 
Grand Haven, Mich., and A. Harlan of 
the United States coast survey. 
The expedition killed 47 bears aud 
many walruses. 
The Capella arrived at Cape Togo 
thotf in search of the expedition on 
July 27 last. On Aug. 9 she met the 
Stella Polar, bearing the expedition 
headed 
by 
Prince 
Luigi, Duke of 
Abruzzi, which had sailed from Arch­ 
angel to reconnoiter northwest Franz 
Josef laud aud to meet, if possible, the 
Wellman expedition. 
Mr. Wellman and his companions 
found no trace in Franz Josef laud of 
the missing aeronaut, Prof. Andree.

A novel method of securing a living 
without labor has been desctibed by 
the house detective of the Auditorium 
hotel, iu Chicago. 
The detective is on 
the lookout for a luau who is sys­ 
tem atically w orking on Hie sym pathies 
of the guests of the Auditorium and 
other leading hotels for a good income, 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
This 
man. who is continually seen busily 
w riting in Ute w riting rooms of hotels, 
is of middle age and slender build. His 
clot lies show the effects of wear, aud a 
general appearance of the shabby gen 
teel characterizes bim. 
When his hat 
is removed, a. 
shining, bald 
crown 
speaks of long experience with Hie 
world. 
As he w rites with 
nervous 
baste it is noticeable that he has been 
used to such occupation, and his soft, 
shapely hands show uo signs of hard 
labor. 
Invariably this shabby 
gentleman 
seats himself opposite some prosperous 
traveler who is attending to his busi­ 
ness correspondence. He writes a long 
letter, pausing many times to think of 
proper phraseology. 
Then, watching 
his opportunity, he passes the letter 
across the table with a deprecating 
gesture aud remains with his head 
bowed, his soft bands covering bis 
face, while the traveler reads the let­ 
ter. 
in well chosen language the letter 
tells a tale of misfortune. In touching 
words the writer depicts his fall from 
affluence to poverty through circum­ 
stances beyond his control. Invariably 
the letter ends' with an appeal for $1 
with which to buy the victim of mis­ 
fortune a day’s food and lodging, and 
often the dollar is quietly 
slipped 
across the writing table by the traveler, 
who is touched by the silent appeal. 
No words are spoken. There is noth­ 
ing of the rough manner of the un­ 
couth mendicant in the beggar’s ap­ 
peal. 
When he receives money, he 
gratefully bows his thanks aud leaves 
the writing room as silently as he en­ 
tered. 
How long this shabby sharper has 
been living off the stream of travel in 
Chicago cannot be told, but for the last 
six mouths hotel people have been on 
the outlook for him. 
So silent and 
smooth are his methods, however, that 
no one has yet caught him in the act 
of working his peculiar game, and he 
still passes in and out of tile leading 
hotels unmolested

A Redding (Cal.) dispatch to the St. 
Louis Republic states that the sulphur 
smoke aud arsenical fumes thrown oft 
into the atmosphere of Shasta county 
by the smelting and roasting opera­ 
tions of the Mountain Copper company 
have been responsible for more than 
one strange phenomenon in plant and 
insect life, but the latest expression is 
perhaps the greatest novelty of all. 
It 
has 
been 
discovered that the 
leaves of the common oak tree near 
Redding are swarming with embryonic 
life. 
Masses of eggs so small as to 
give the appearance of au unhealthy 
splotch adhere to the underside of the 
leaf, aud as they advance toward ma­ 
turity they drop to the ground and 
dance about like electrical automatons. 
By holding an oak twig containing a 
number of eggs to one's ear a crack­ 
ing sound may be heard, like the spit­ 
ting of electric sparks. The shell con­ 
tains a tiny grub, working for release, 
but what shape it takes upon reaching 
maturity is unknown. 
The curiosity 
is attracting ta great deal of local at­ 
tention. 
In many places in the town 
collections of the eggs are on exhibi­ 
tion. 
This latest insect novelty takes rank 
with the sulphur bug, which Is at home 
in the red hot roaster piles stretching 
along the mountain side above Kes­ 
wick.

T r o m s o k , Island of 
Tromsoe, N or­ 
way, Aug. IS.—W alter W ellman and 
the survivors of the polar expedition 
led by hun arrived here on the steam er 
Capella, having successfully completed 
their explorations in Franz Josef Land. 
Mr. W ellman lias discovered im port­ 
ant new lands and m any islands. 
Tile exjiedition brings a grim story of 
Arctic tragedy, 
lu the autum n of 1S98 
an outpost called Port M cK inley was 
established in lattitude 81. 
It was a 
boil si* built of rocks and roofed over 
with walrus hide. 
Two Norwegians, 
Paul Bjoervig and Bart Beutzeen, the 
latter of whom was w ith Nansen on the 
Fram , rem ained there. 
The main jwrty wintered iii a can­ 
vas covered hut called Harm sw orth 
House at Cape Tegethoff, on the south­ 
ern i*)int at Halls island, latitude 80. 
About the middle of February, before 
the rise of tile sun to its w inter height, 
Mr. W ellman, with three Norwegians 
and 45 dogs, started north. 
It was the 
earliest sledge journey on record in th at 
high latitude. 
Ou reaching 
Port 
McKinley, Mr. 
W ellman found Beutzeen dead, but 
Bjoervig, according to promise,had kent 
the body in the house, sleeping beside it 
through two m onths of Arctic darkness. 
N otw ithstanding his terrible experience 
the survivor was safe aud cheerful. 
Pushing northw ard through rough ice 
and severe storms, w ith a continuous 
tem perature for ten days between 40 
and 50 degrees below zero, the party 
found new lands north of Freedom 
island, where Nausea landed in 1895. 
By the middle of March all hands 
were confident o f reaching latitude 87 
or 88, if not the W ile itse lf. 
Then began a succession of disasters. 
Mr. W ellman, while leading the party, 
fell into a snow covered crevasse, seri­ 
ously injuring one of his legs aud com- 
pellihga retreat. 
Two days later the party was roused 
at m idnigiit by auicequake under them, 
due to pressure. 
In a few moments 
m any dons were crushed and the sledges 
destroyed. The members of the expedi­ 
tion narrowly eseajied w ith their lives, 
though they managed to save their pre­ 
cious sleeping bags aud some dogs and 
provisions. 
On Mr. W ellman’s condition becom­ 
ing alarm ing, as inflammation set in. 
the bravi* Norwegians dragged him on 
a sledgt, by forced marches, nearly 2»m> 
miles 
to 
the headquarters, arriving 
there early lad April. 
Mr. W ellman is still unable to wralk 
and 
will 
probably be 
perm anently 
crippled. 
After reaching headquarters other 
members of t he expedition explored re­ 
gions hitherto unknown, and im portant 
scientific work was done by Lieutenant 
Evelyn B. Baldwin of the United States 
w eather bureau, Dr. Edward Hof m a of 
Grand Haven, M idi., and A. H arlan of 
the United States coast survey. 
Tin* expedition killed 47 bears aud 
m any walruses. 
The Capella arrived at Cape Tege­ 
thoff in search of the expedition on 
July 27 last. 
On Aug. 9 she m et the 
Stella Polar, flouring the expedition 
headed 
by 
Prince 
Luigi, Duke of 
Abruzzi, which had sailed from Arch­ 
angel to reconnoiter northw est Franz 
Josef land aud to meet, if possible, the 
W ellman expedition. 
Mr. 
W ellman and his companions 
found no trace in Franz Josef laud of 
the missing aeroaaut, Prof. Andre©.

used to such occupation, a n d Ins soft, 
sh apely h a n d s sh ow uo sig ns o f laird 
labor. 
Invariably this 
shabby 
gentleman 
seats him self opposite some prosperous 
traveler who is attending to ids busi­ 
ness correspondence. 
He w rites a long 
letter, pausing many tim es to think of 
proper phraseology. 
Then, watching 
his opportunity, lie passes tile letter 
across the table with a deprecating 
gesture aud rem ains with his head 
bowed, his soft hands covering his 
face, while the traveler reads the let­ 
ter. 
In well chosen language the letter 
tells a tale of m isfortune. 
In touching 
words the w riter depicts his fall from 
affluence to poverty through circum ­ 
stances beyond his control.

A Redding (Cal.) dispatch to the St. 
Louis Republic states that the sulphur 
smoke aud arsenical fumes throw n off 
into the atm osphere of Shasta county 
by the sm elting and roasting opera­ 
tions of the Mountain Copper company 
have been responsible for more than 
one strange phenomenon in plant and 
insect life, but tile latest expression is 
perhaps tile greatest novelty of all. 
It 
has 
been 
discovered that the 
leaves of the common oak tree near 
Redding are sw arm ing with embryonic 
life. 
Masses of eggs so small as to 
give the appearance of nu unhealthy 
splotch adhere to tile underside of the 
leaf, and as they advance toward m a­ 
turity they drop to Hie ground and 
dance about like electrical autom atons. 
By holding an oak twig containing a 
num ber of eggs to one’s ear a crack­ 
ing sound may be beard, like the spit­ 
ting of electric sparks.

i rom tile day that General Brooke 
landed until the armistice was de­ 
clared the tight of the American forces 
•na' not so much against the Spanish 
forces as against tin* dangerous “coast 
f* vf*r,M as the American doctors and 
IP d Gross nurses called it fur lack of 
a better general term. In the Fluted 
states it 
would be called 
malarial 
fever, but in Forte Hico that same 
fev er took on such unexpected symp- 
t, : .s it might be* called anything. 
When the troops first landed iii F o l i o 
Ii - ii, they found tin* fiats close to the 
elitist the most convenient for eanip- 
ii l. and their tents were pitched there. 
This was at Arroyo, Ponce. Gun inca 
and wherever the three divisions of 
the American forces were placed un­ 
der Generals Ernst. Scil wan and Hen­ 
ry. 
But there was sickness, and the 
First signal corps and the engineer 
corps insisted that the troops must be 
moved from flu* lowlands to the hills. 
This was done finally. 
At one time 
the flats between Ponce aud the port, 
two and one-half miles across, were 
peopled with American soldiers. T roop 
A was quartered there, close to one of 
tin rivers that drowned so many per­ 
sons iii the recent hurricane. Troop G 
of Brooklyn, too, had a camp iii the 
flats, but was moved up into'the hills 
in time to escape sickness. Gradually 
all of the troops were moved into the 
ll ills, this b o in g done purely on sani­ 
tary grounds and because the engi­ 
neers had decided that the soldiers 
would be more healthy iii tents pitched 
on the hillside instead of in the flats, 
where the murky miasma arose from 
•the smoking swamps and robbed the 
soldiers of their vitality and energy. 
As the volunteers were withdrawn 
ain! tin* regulars took charge of the 
city and town barracks this movement 
became m or e pronounced, and wher­ 
ever possible the soldiers were quar­ 
tered on high ground. 
This explains 
why, in their e f f o r ts to e s c a p e tin* c o a s t 
fever coming from the contaminating 
swamps, the soldiers also escaped the 
floods iii the v a l l e y s that have drowned 
so many of the natives. 
I'orto Rico seems a tiny country built 
for quick freshets and long periods of 
drought. 
Before it became a part of 
our country such floods only found 
place in the news of the day as a dis­ 
aster to a race of unknown Indians. 
Now that it belongs to the elect na- 
tion of the twentieth century it is dif­ 
ferent, and a feeling of brotherly sym ­ 
pathy is extended to the unfortunates 
who were only “Indians” two years 
ago. Two backbones bf mountains run 
through the island, extending east and 
west. The southern bone is the higher 
and

steeper.

probably, is why Ponce, on the south 
coast, suffered so much and why San 
blan, 
on the north coast, 
was not 
I armed greatly. 
I he mountains there are precipitous, 
almost vertical, and are made of un­ 
derlying rock.

Despite all rec­ 
ords of death from floods, the poor of 
Porto Rico insist upon living along the 
banks of tin* streams—this probably 
because the fruit grows best in the 
valleys. 
The rivers that enter Ponce are dig­ 
nified by that name, as they are noth­ 
ing except creeks when in a normal 
state. They are called the Portugues 
and Callas, and one enters tin* city 
from the east and the other from the 
west. It is rarely that they cannot he 
crossed, and while the Americans were 
making active operations there, at no 
time was it impossible to ford them. 
Both of these creeks are supposed to 
carry off the water from the backbone 
of mountains just back 
of 
Ponce. 
Floods have been there before, but 
the patient natives have rebuilt their 
huts and settled down to await tin* 
next one. 
While their houses are built 
on stilts, to avoid the miasma coming 
from contact with the damp ground. 
tin* shacks they live iii arc miserable, 
rickety affairs, calculated to fall down 
at the first breath of a real hurricane 
aud not injure any one in the falling. 
But with these two rivers running 
wild, as they did, there was no reason 
why Ponce should 
r.ot 
be 
flooded 
There are no dikes and no embank­ 
ments. except what the rivers have 
built 
for themselves. 
The city of 
Ponce, with its .“.noon inhabitants, lies 
lower 11 iii ii the plane et the rivers en 
trance to tin* town, aud when they 
I overflow there is no other place for the 
I waler except to rush through the city. 
I As there is no such thing as a sewer 


I system there, the waters have full 
J sway when once they turn loose. 
Practically all of the houses on the 
outskirts of tin* city and those between 
the city and the port were of wood, 
and, of course, would fall quickly be­ 
fore the hurricane or flood. 
At the 
port the large tobacco and coffee and 
fruit warehouses are of stone, as are 
the hotels and houses of the rich resi­ 
dents i»f tile city. 
From all accounts 
these escaped destruction. 
Thus far little detail has been had of 
the experience of the American troops, 
but as they have been accustomed to 
seek the high ground for barracks and 
tents, it Is believed they only have suf­ 
fered from the wind and not from the 
flood.

I v t: vnes, France, Aug. 18.—The sec­ 
ond trial by courtmartial of Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus of the artillery, charged 
with treason, was resumed, General 
Roget again going on the stand. 
General Roget on resuming his testi­ 
mony criticized the surveillance inaug­ 
urated by Colonel Picquart over Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Henry. 
The witness also objected to Colonel 
Piequart’s methods of watching Mine. 
Pays. 
in regard to Esterhazy, General Roget 
admitted the former was a gambler and 
an immoral character. 
t General Roget next spoke of the ar­ 
rest at Belfort of Quenelli, declaring 
that Picquart cocked up the allegations 
oi spying against Quenelli in order to 
attract to himself the approval of his 
superiors. 
The witness then dwelt upon the al­ 
leged devices of Dreyfus to procure in­ 
formation from the various bureaus. 
M Demauge asked Colonel Jouaust, 
president of the courtmartial, to request

Witness believed he had even 
told the minister of war that the oou- 
demuatiou of the accused could uot be 
secured unless the courtmartial had 
beeu shown the secret documents which 
it had beeu agreed to submit to the 
court. 
The colonel next declared that 
in 189.5 lie did not kuow the contents of 
the secret dossier, but he believed, like 
all other officer*, that it contained fright­ 
ful proof against the prisoner.

way, Aug. is.—W alter W ellman and 
the survivors of the polar expedition 
led by him arrived here on the steamer 
Capella, having successfully completed 
their explorations in Franz Josef Land. 
Mr. Wellman has discovered import­ 
ant new lands aud many islands. 
The exjiedition brings a grim story of 
Arctic tragedy. 
In the autum n of 1S98 
an outpost called Fort M c K in l e y was 
established in la titu d e 81. 
It was a 
house built of rin ks and roofed over 
with walrus hide. 
Two Norwegians, 
Paul Bjoervig and Bert Bentzeen, the 
latter of whom was with Nansen ou the 
Frain, remained there. 
The main party wintered in a can­ 
vas covered hut culled Harmsworth 
House at Cape Tegethoff, on the south­ 
ern i>oint at Halls island, latitude 80. 
About the middle of February, before 
the rise of the sun to its winter height, 
Mr. Wellman, with three Norwegians 
and 4o dogs, started north. 
It was the 
earliest sledge journey on record in that 
high latitude. 
Ou reaching 
Port 
McKinley, Mr. 
Wellman found Bentzeen dead, but 
Bjoervig, according to promise,had kept 
the body in the house, sleeping beside it 
through two mouths of Arctic darkness. 
Notwithstanding his terrible experience 
the survivor was safe aud cheerful. 
Pushing northward through rough ice 
and severe storms, with a continuous 
temperature for teu days lietweeu 40 
aud 50 degrees below zero, the party 
found new lands north of Freedom 
island, where Nausea landed in 1895. 
By the middle of March all hands 
were confident of reaching latitude 8? 
or 88, if not the pole itself. 
Then began a succession of disasters. 
Mr. Wellman, while leading the party, 
fell into a snow covered crevasse, seri­ 
ously injuring one of his legs aud com- 
pellihga retreat. 
Two days later tile party was roused 
at midnight by an iceqtiake under them, 
due to pressure. 
in a few moments 
m any dogs were crushed and tile sledges 
destroyed. The members of the expedi­ 
tion narrowly escaped with their lives, 
though they managed to save their pre­ 
cious s le ep i n g hags aud some dogs aud 
provisions. 
On Mr. W ellman’s condition becom­ 
ing alar wing, as luttammation set in, 
the brave Norwegians dragged him on 
a sledgt, by forced marches, nearly 200 
miles 
to 
the headquarters, arriving 
there early la^t April. 
Mr. Wellman is still unable to walk 
and 
will 
probably bi* 
permanently 
crippled. 
After reaching headquarters other 
members of the expedition explored re­ 
gions hitherto unknown, and imi>ortaut 
scientific work was done by Lieutenant 
Evelyn B. Baldwin of the United States 
weather bureau, Dr. Edward Hof ma of 
Grand Haven, Midi., and A. Harlan of 
the United States coast survey. 
The expedition killed 47 bears aud 
many walruses. 
The Capella arrived at Cape Toge­ 
th e r in search of the expedition on 
July 27 last. 
On Aug. 9 she met the 
Stella Polar, taw in g the expedition 
headed 
by 
Prince 
Luigi, Duke of 
Abruzzi, which had sailed from Arch­ 
angel to reconnoiter northwest Franz 
Josef laud aud to meet, if possible, the

Wellman and his companions 
found no trace in Franz Josef land. of 
the missing aeronaut, Prof. Andron.

The detective is on 
the lookout for a man who is sys­ 
tematically working on tile sympathies 
of the guests of the Auditorium and 
other leading hotels fo ra good income, 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
This 
man, who is continually seen busily 
writing in the writing rooms of hotels, 
is of middle age and slender build. His 
clothes show the effects of wear, and a 
general appearance of tin* shabby gen 
teel characterizes him. 
When his hat 
is removed, a, sinning, bald 
crown 
speaks of long experience with the 
world. 
As he writes with 
nervous 
baste it is noticeable that he has been 
used to such occupation, and his soft, 
shapely hands show no signs of hard 
labor. 
Invariably this 
shabby 
gentleman 
seats himself opposite some prosperous 
traveler who is attending to his busi­ 
ness correspondence. He writes a iong 
letter, pausing many times to think of 
proper phraseology. 
Then, watching 
his opportunity, lie passes the letter 
across the table with a deprecating 
gesture and remains with his head 
bowed, his soft hands covering his 
face, while the traveler reads the let­ 
ter. 
In well chosen language the letter 
tells a tale of misfortune. 
In touching 
words the w riter depicts his fall from 
affluence to poverty through circum­ 
stances beyond his control. 
Invariably 
the letter ends' with an appeal for $1 
with which to buy the victim of mis­ 
fortune a day’s food and lodging, and 
often the dollar is quietly 
slipped 
across the writing table by the traveler, 
who is touched by the sileut appeal. 
No words are spoken. There is noth­ 
ing of the rough manner of the un­ 
couth 
mendicant iu the beggar’s ap 
peal. 
When he receives money, lie 
gratefully bows his thanks aud leaves 
the writing room as silently as he en­ 
tered. 
How long this shabby sharper hits 
been living off the stream of travel in 
Chicago cannot lie told, but for the last 
six months hotel people have been on 
the outlook for him. 
So silent and 
smooth are Ids methods, however, that 
no one has yet caught him in the act 
of working his peculiar game, and be 
still passes in and out of tile leading 
hotels unmolested 
by detectives oi 
porters.
